Sweet Corn Fine Crop 
For Victory Gardens 


Here’s M ine, W here’s Y ou rs? 


rom Huntington {W, l a.) Advertiser^

Tin one and only good reason for 
not growing sweet corn in the V ic­ 
tory garden is because the garden 
i? loo small. 
Otherwise sweet corn 
is the most desirable of vegetables 
for the home garden. 
This i < I rue because sweet corn 
is always best when eaten immedi­ 
ately after harvesting, because the 
quality and flavor deteriorate rap­ 
idly after the ears are pulled from 
the plants. 
The higher the temper- 
alure, the greater die deterioration. 
Isn't this a sufficient reason why 
their should be a corn patch in 
every vegetable garden? 
A patch of six rows. each 15 feet 
long, need not occupy more than a 
15 foot square. In normal seasons, 
planted to q u a lity strains, it should 
yield 120 to 180 ears. 
Corn 
will 
grow 
in 
any 
well- 
worked soil but the best corn re­ 
quires the best soil. 
Apply a bal­ 
anced plant food at the rate of 4 
pounds to IOO square feet, raked 
into the top soil before sowing corn. 
Well-drained, warm soil is to this 
vegetable’s 
taste 
with 
constant 
moderate moisture. It does not like 
walerJogged soil 
Corn is a warm weather crop. In 
cold, wet springs there is often dif­ 
ficulty with seed rotting after st is 
sown and it has to be replanted. 
It is wisest to be in no grea* hurry 
to get corn planted, as greater 


speed of growth w ill be made in 
warm days and nights. 
The time -honored system of plant­ 
ing corn was in hills, three or four 
stalks to a hill, the hills about th re e 
feet 
apart each way. 
W ith 
ti,- 
sm aller growing corn planting in 
rows, sowing at the rate of five or 
six kernels to the foot, 
planted 
about 2 inches deep to insure plen­ 
ty 
of 
plants 
and 
then 
thinning 
them to 8 inches apart in the row 
is a better plan and produces more 
ears in a sm all garden. 
Corn needs to be hilled up be­ 
cause of the auxiliary roots that 
start above th*- surface of the suit 
at the lower joints which nature 
provides for the anchoring of the 
plant 
Hilling up encourage , the 
formation of these roots and en­ 
ables them to take hold of the soil 
more quickly and firmly. 
Planting com in squares of at 
least four rows so the pollen w ill 
get the freest possible distribution 
arid produce the fullest ears vut.n 
the iftost kernels on the cob is ti * 
best plan 
W hichever w ay the wind 
blows pollen wull be blown through 
the square patch. 
Each silk rn st 
have its pollen to produce a kernel. 
Corn responds to hoeing more 
quickly than most other vegetable* 
and the combination of warm weath­ 
er, a fair amount of moisture and 
good hoeing sends it spuming

Squash occupies a new position 
in the list of summer foods since 
it was discovered that it is m ost 
delicious in its baby stage. 
Any 
summer squash or marrow can be 
picked when it is a week old or 
less, and boiled briefly in its skin 
with others like it, to m ake a dish 
that has few rivals. 
“Squash" is an American Indian 
word and most of the varieties 
which we now grow are descended 
almost directly from those used by 
the Indians before the white men 
came. 
It is so closely ^ related to 
the pumpkin that many of the vari­ 
eties we know as pumpkins are, 
botanically, squash, and many so­ 
called squashes are pumpkins, if 
©ne wishes to be meticulous. 
Those that have yellow or orange 
flesh are rich in vitamins. 
Tile different varieties of squash 
differ in shape m o re than in any 
other way. 
There a re two general 
classes, one usually called su m m er

fruits, 
shaped like slender cucumbers, are 
delicious im the baby stage, two to 
six inches long. 
A little larger, 
they may be sliced and fried like 
eggplant. 
In 
the 
mature 
stage, 
when they reach several pounds in 
weight, they are usually baked. 
The winter squashes include a 
group which can be baked, and are 
as sweet as melons. Among them 
are Des Moines or Table Queen, 
which is said to have been grown 
by the Indians; Buttercup, Sweet 
Potato, and others, each of which 
has its advocates as the sweetest 
of all. 
Squashes are among the tender­ 
est of plants. The seeds should be 
sow'n only after the ground is thor­ 
oughly warm 
Sow in rich soil rn 
the full sun, with 8 to IO feet be­ 
tween the vine varieties and 3 to S 
feet for the bush sorts. The squash 
borer is the principal enemy and the 
best protection against it is to cover 
the vine with soil at several joints. 
It will take root wrhere covered and 
limit the damage done by the borer.
